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Denmark Sells More Books per Capita 
than Any Other Country in the World! 
Why? 

A Few Points to Contrast with U. S. Booktrade Methods 
MARGARET SWAIN BEECHER 


Mrs. Beecher was for six years with the 
Bookshop for Boys and Girls in Boston. 
She says that for much of the information 
contained in this article, she is indebted to 
the kindness, of Axel Frolund, of the Gylden- 
dalske Boghandel. Founded in 1770, Gyl- 
dendal is Denmark’s most important pub- 
lishing house. 


How was 1T possisLE for Denmark with a 
population of 3,500,000 to sell 46,000 copies 
of her translation of “Little Man What 
Now,” while Germany with 60,000,000 
people sold only 110,000 of the original edi- 
tion? Germany with more than seventeen 
times the people sold only a little better than 
twice as many books. 

Are you surprised to hear that Denmark 
has sold more copies of “Safari” translated 
into Danish, than we sold of the original 
American edition? 

Perhaps a glance at publisher and book- 
seller, and bookseller and public relationships 
will give some answer to this. 

Publishers’ discounts on outright orders 
are as follows, School or textbooks, 20-25%, 
Fiction 1 copy 30%, 5 copies 35%, 25 copies 
40%, Juveniles 45%. Discounts on Con- 
signed Orders are for adults 3094, and for 
juveniles 35%. 

Though I give this prosaic list of discounts, 
observe that the human element enters into 
its application. For example, the proprietor 
of a shop in an outlying district of Jutland 


will be given 40% on an order of 5 copies, 
because his best efforts can sell 5 no faster 
than a large department store in Copen- 
hagen can sell 25. Bookshops must repre- 
sent all titles the publishers wish, on con- 
signment if they prefer. 

Books out on consignment are checked 
once a year by publisher and bookseller: 
The bookseller returns those books he does 
not hope to sell. The publisher recalls those 
books he can use to better advantage in an- 
other territory. 

Retail prices are generally less than ours: 
The average novel ranges in price from 4 to 
12 kroner ($.88 to $2.64) depending on size 
and quality. 

The majority of books are paper bound 
(Let horror-struck Lending Librarians save 
their alarm for a later paragraph where they 
will learn that Rental Libraries, as we know 
them, have been abandoned in Denmark): 
The particular advantage here is lower prices. 
Further, the publisher points out that the 
resulting shelves of books are more varied 
and interesting. And finally, paper covers 
can easily withstand the average number of 
readers in one family. 

Books are not reprinted until five years 
after the original publication. Exceptions 
can be made for books on current news ma- 
terial. But the public can be confident in 
buying a book to-day, that it will not be 
available next year at half the price, or less. 
Such maintenance of public confidence is 
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considered of supreme importance in spread- 
ing the habit of book buying. 

The appearance of “Anthony Adverse” 
on April 1st served to impress on me another 
policy of Danish publishers. No advance 
clamor. When the book was available, then 
was time enough to talk about it. Gyldendal 
published three editions of “Anthony.” One 
is a handsomely bound volume, the binding 
a facsimile of one of the first Gyldendal pub- 
lications. The second is a three-volume set 
bound in half calf. And the third is a series 
of ten paper volumes with gay jackets, sold 
as a subscription set, or on the instalment 
plan. On the publication day, every book- 
shop in Copenhagen was brilliant with 
posters of “Anthony,” with volumes and vol- 
umes of “Anthony,” and with eulogies of 
the work from many lands. Until that day 
nothing had been said of the forthcoming 
wonder. It came upon the public over night. 

There is a fabulous number of Danish 
bookshops. Copenhagen with 771,000 people 
has about 200 bookshops. There are the 
large and efficient organizations such as our 
Brentano, Scribner, Old Corner, etc. But 
for the customer who is overawed by in- 
vading so imposing a shop there are num- 
berless small shops, usually selling postcards, 
ink, and paper, too. Here he feels as much 
at home as in his “Bageri” or “Smérforret- 
ning.” These latter are present on every cor- 
ner and in every block. Wherever one lives 
one may buy bread, butter, eggs, and books 
almost without leaving one’s own building. 
The fact that one finds bookshops not only 
in the fashionable shopping districts, but in 
every locale, seems a reflection—or perhaps 
cause—of the book interest of the people as a 
nation. 

I almost came to blows with Mr. Frolund 
on the subject of book clerks or undersales- 
men. Before becoming publicity manager 


for Gyldendal, he himself sold books for a 


considerable length of time. Innocently 
enough I asked if the publishers sent books 
out in advance so that the trade would read 
and know them. When the heat of our 
ensuing discussion had subsided, I came 
away with the impression that the average 
bookseller would do well, even very well, 
not to set himself up as a literary critic. The 
purpose of the bookseller is to encourage 
people to read—not to try to cultivate the 
literary tastes that come with an A.B. or a 
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Ph.D. in everyone who enters the shop. So 
many salespeople are too high-brow and 
bore prospective customers with their evalua- 
tion of books. What the customer wants to 
know is—is it readable? Answer that and 
you've often said enough. I bristled with in- 
dignation for all our bright young, and not 
so young, salespeople who have a following 
eagerly awaiting their say-so, before buying 
even a front-page-of-the-Times book. Surely 
there are people both in Denmark and in 
the States who want the personal judgments 
of a bookseller who, because he reads so 
many books, must have some ability to iso- 
late sheep from goats—not only as to story, 
but also as to style. 

I must admit that indignation did not 
clear my brain to hear positive denials of all 
my impulsive back talk. But now, peace- 
fully seated at my desk, I realize there is 
another and far larger public than the highly 
educated class to which a large per cent of 
U. S. bookshops cater. There is an honesty 
in the relationship of bookseller and public 
in Denmark which does not universally exist 
in the States. I believe that many a cus- 
tomer enters our shops and buys a book over 
his head because he is too proud or too 
meek to let the bookseller know he is not 
high-brow. As she will steer clear of the 
shop which says, “That, you wouldn’t buy 
that blouse, would you, why it’s rayon!” and 
forces her to spend twice as much as she 
can afford, merely for pride’s sake, so a 
woman will go without a book, or devote 
her reading time to magazines, if she does 
not feel up to admitting she wants “trash.” 
How many bookshops do you know which 
cater to simple people who read for fun and 
never have heard of James Joyce? 

In Denmark publicity acts slowly and 
thoroughly. A flash in the pan, such as our 
novels out in January and dead in April, 


does not happen. The emphasis is not on 
reading this book because it is new to-day, 
as it so often is in the United States. There 
is a dignity in buying as well as selling books 
which seems to raise the trade to its proper 
plane. Is not the purpose of reading to 
enjoy through the mind? Some may wish 
to educate themselves by it, increase the 
power of their minds to grasp facts or 
theories. Some may wish to be amused. 
But surely it is a mental process, whether 
for growth or relaxation. And much of the 
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American approach in book publicity is not 
mental. It is rather an appeal to keep up 
with the Joneses, to be in on the newest fad, 
to beat someone else to something. 

My biggest surprise came when I discov- 
ered Denmark has tried and rejected our 
form of Rental Libraries. 


“How do your shops exist without these 
golden geese?” was my reaction. 

“There are lots of Public Libraries where 
people can get books.” 

“But you might have to wait two 
months, for a popular new book at home,” 
I said. 

“What of it, there’s plenty to read 
meanwhile.” 


So you observe that it is not imperative 
to have the books hot off the press. But 
there is a substitute for our Lending Li- 
braries. The bookshops in the United States 
which have been harried by private book 
clubs that take 100 books out to select 25 
for their club, that return so many fingered 
volumes for credit, and that feel aggrieved 
because they are not given a discount on 
their final selections—these bookshops would 
bask in the Danish regime. Clients of cer- 
tain bookshops form individual book clubs. 
There are not more than twelve members to 
a club. Each member pays the shop 2.50 
kroner ($.55) a month, for six months. Dur- 
ing that time he has two new books every 
two weeks. He applies for the ones he likes 
especially, and at the end gets two books to 
keep. Thus for about $3.00 he has read 24 
books and owns two of them. Only out- 
standing books are selected, and everyone is 
happy. Many bookshops have dozens of 
these small book clubs under their wings. 
One shop for which we have the statistics 
sold 60,000 books this way at a profit of 9,000 
kroner ($1,980), during one season. I can- 
not imagine that the bookkeeping would be 
more complicated than that of the average 
Lending Library. And American high 
pressure business might well swing two such 
units a year, instead of adopting the Danish 
six-month period. Even a skeptic cannot fail 
to see that certain members of the American 
public would prefer this method, by con- 
sidering the numbers of just such clubs run 
by private individuals. 
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Another form of borrowing is adopted by 
those shops whose customers prefer to choose 
all their own books. A card costing 5 kroner 
($1.10) entitles a person to 5 books. On 
purchasing the card he names all five books 
he wants. He then takes them out, one at 
a time with no thought of fees daily mount- 
ing up. He may read his books in a day, 
a week, a month, or a year—whatever his 
speed, he has the five books (average cost 
7.50 kroner or $1.65) for the initial payment. 
After the customer has made up his list and 
it has been accepted by the shop, he never 
comes to the shop and is told none of his 
books are in. One of his books is supplied 
though it may mean adding a new copy. An 
attractive feature of this system to the book- 
seller is, that it avoids the necessity of hav- 
ing copies of popular books for so many 
people on publication date. Unless they buy 
a new card and put the just-out book on that 
list, they must first read all the titles on 
their old card. So only people with new 
cards expect the book out to-day. Of course 
since no books are heralded in advance, no 
lists have “n.y.p.” titles. For United States 
purposes such a proviso should also be ob- 
served—no “n.y.p.” titles allowed. 

Consider the infinite saving of bookkeep- 
ing, sending out of overdue notices, etc. And 
no enrollment fee is needed as an insurance 
measure. When an individual buys his card 
he has paid more than the cost price of the 
one book he takes with him each time. Con- 
sider also what a boon this system would be 
to mail customers who object to paying fees 
while the book is en route. The cost of 
postage would seem mild indeed if not 
coupled with the dread of paying for the 
book’s weekend in the Post Office. Varia- 
tions such as a 10-book card at lower rates 
might well be adopted, over here. 

Of these two forms the first actually sells 
the books to the members and does away 
with the problem of used books. The sec- 
ond system does away with much red tape 
in the form of records, but necessitates sell- 
ing off used books. For many shops these 


mark-downs are a drawing card. 

There are many unclassified morsels I am 
tempted to add, but I shall not further con- 
fuse the case in point. Denmark sells more 
books per capita than any other country in 
the world. 
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Genesis of a Publishing Business 
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Part II 


IN THE MEANTIME business had been good, 
we had been able to sell our product just 
about as fast as we could turn it out, and 
we had been making money far beyond our 
fondest hopes. The rebinds, of course, were 
by this time the main feature of our line, 
although we had continued to develop other 
things that not only sold fairly well, but paid 
better profits. It seemed most important to 
us both that we should develop a line that 
would stand by us indefinitely, both of us 
having the feeling that there was nothing 
permanent about our “rebind” business, and 
that we might at any time be deprived of 
our source of supply by the American News 
Co. abandoning its project of issuing these 
books, or by the publishers refusing to sell 
it further editions. We were dependent, 
as it were, on a third party whose plans 
might change overnight, and we never felt 
safe. It had not occurred to us as yet to go 
direct to the publishers to negotiate for fur- 
ther editions. As a matter of fact our re- 
binding enterprise was not regarded with 
especial favor among the publishers at large, 
and in the case of a few of them there was 
active opposition, to say nothing of threats; 
but we felt sure of our ground, that we had 
a legal right to rebind these books as long 
as we made no change in the title-pages, and 
added no imprint of our own. 

At this stage of the publishing business the 
“reprint,” as it is known today, was not 
thought of; book publishing seemed to be run 
by established precedents, and there was no 
precedent for the reprint, or re-issue of a 
book at a lower price. All publishers’ con- 
tracts for new fiction contained, presumably, 
a clause providing for the issue later on of 
the book in paper covers, if it should be 
deemed advisable, but contained no provision 
for re-issue in any other shape. Consequently 
the first approach that was made to us by a 
publisher was in the guise of a paper-bound 
book to be rebound by us in cloth. I think 
this came from the Frederick A. Stokes Com- 


pany, and the book was one of the early 
novels of Robert W. Chambers, and I think 
the Stokes Co. sold us the book in sewed 
but un-bound sheets, and billed it as a paper- 
bound novel. I am a little hazy about this 
deal, however; it was not an important book, 
and it was many years ago. 

Sometime a little later on, however, we 
were approached by Herbert S. Stone & Co. 
of Chicago, successors to Stone & Kimball, 
and offered an edition of Harold Frederic’s 
novel, “The Damnation of Theron Ware,” 
and as this was one of the most widely dis- 
cussed and successful novels of the day, we 
jumped at the opportunity of securing it. I 
have forgotten the size of the edition, but it 
runs in my mind that it was twenty or 
twenty-five thousand, and it was to be sold to 
us as a paper novel, a finished product, and 
it was to bear a legend on the paper cover, 
as follows: 


“Published by Herbert S. Stone & Co., 
Chicago. 
The Trade Supplied by Grosset & Dunlap, 
New York City. 


This was the first reprint edition ever to 
bear the name of Grosset & Dunlap, and 
marks a definite stage of progress. From 
that time on the “rebind” began to fade; the 
day of the reprint was dawning. 

After so many years it is not clear in my 
mind as to the identity of the next step, but 
shortly after the issue of “The Damnation 
of Theron Ware” Frank Dodd, of Dodd 
Mead & Co., came in and offered us an edi- 
tion of Paul Leicester Ford’s “Janice Mere- 
dith,’ which they were about to issue at a 
low price. I think we had been angling for 
this book, as it was a spectacular success at 
the time, having sold well up into the hun- 
dreds of thousands, and this proffer may have 
resulted from our seeking the book. At any 
rate we were offered the book, but not just 
as we wanted it, nor at such a price as would 
afford us a profit. Dodd Mead & Co. pro- 
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posed to deliver us the complete book, an 
edition of fifty thousand, and limited to that 
quantity, they to do all the manufacturing. 
We finally got them to agree to let us do the 
manufacturing, believing that we could save 
something that way, after their requirements 
and the author’s royalty. had been satisfied, 
and we were thus able to effect quite a sav- 
ing, but the book still cost us more than the 
maximum amount we could afford. How- 
ever, we decided to sell it as a “special,” and 
ask about two cents more for it. It was a 
great success, and the whole fifty thousand 
moved out in short order, even at the higher 
price. Later on new arrangements were 
made to continue the publication of this 
book, and eventually our sales of it ran up 
into the hundreds of thousands. This was 
the first book to be issued by us as a reprint 
which bore our imprint on the title-page. 
Another milestone. 

Following “Janice Meredith” other pub- 
lishers began to offer us books; the reprint 
idea was catching on, and it was not long 
before we were able to pick and choose, to 
a certain extent. Other high spots of about 
this period were Charles Major’s “Dorothy 
Vernon of Haddon Hall,” Gilbert Parker’s 
“The Right of Way” of which Harpers re- 
quired us to take an edition of 125,000, Win- 
ston Churchill’s “Richard Carvel,” and many 
other books of prime importance at that time. 
Also along about this time George P. Brett, 
head of the Macmillan Company, invited us 
to come down to his office for a conference. 
George Brett’s invitation was more or less 
of a mandate; he was a big figure in the pub- 
lishing world, and we responded with alac- 
rity, but also with more or less trepidation. 
Mr. Brett’s scheme was, briefly, the issue of 
many books of non-fiction in cheap editions, 
same to be known as, and to bear on the 
title-page along with our imprint, the words 
“Macmillan’s Standard Library.” He pro- 
posed to rent us his plates on a royalty basis 
for this purpose, but that all the manufactur- 
ing should be done at Norwood, Mass., in 
the plant of Berwick & Smith, Macmillan’s 
printers. There were, I believe, something 
more than one hundred titles in the list he 
submitted to us, books covering a wide range 
in almost every department of literature, and 
all of them works of distinction and worthy 
of the imprint of Macmillan. This was a 
big undertaking for us, and gave us pause; 
but we tackled it with confidence, eventually. 
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Up to that time I had managed to superin- 
tend all of our manufacturing, but this was 
too big a job for me, and we were forced to 
take on a regular manufacturing man. We 
were most fortunate in our selection for this 
important post, as we got a man in the per- 
son of Edward D. Crane, whose wide ex- 
perience in just the sort of publishing we 
were doing, and whose marvelous capacity 
for details came to be of prime importance 
to the house of Grosset & Dunlap. The 
endless detail required in the production of 
these Macmillan books would have driven 
me crazy, I am sure, but Crane took it all in 
his stride. 

I must admit that we did not do a very 
good job of selling in the case of these books. 
Whether it was that we were not especially 
fitted to sell that kind of literature, or that 
the public was not attuned at that time to 
non-fiction in cheap editions, which I suspect 
to have been the case, or what the cause was 
I do not know, but in spite of extraordinary 
efforts on our part the books lagged. Some 
few went pretty well, but as a whole “Mac- 
millan’s Standard Library” was more or less 
of a frost—and a jolt to our pride. How dif- 
ferent things might be with those same books 
if issued now in cheap editions, for the first 
time! 

Up to this time our place of business had 
been at 5 & 7 East 16th Street, where we had 
made our start in 1898 in a small corner of 
the single loft occupied by R. F. Fenno & 
Co., old comrades of ours in the days of 
The United States Book Co. Later on we 
took a double loft in the same building, 
jointly with the Fenno concern, but it was 
not long before our requirements for more 
space became so urgent that we were forced 
either to move, or to get the Fenno concern 
to go elsewhere. The latter was amicably ar- 
ranged. This must have been along about 
1901, but about two years or so later on we 
again found ourselves crowded for room. 
This time we broke away from the old ad- 
dress and moved to 52 Duane St., in the 
downtown section of the city, where we 
took a large loft just about twice the size we 
had been occupying. It looked so big to 
us that we endeavored to find some congenial 
concern to take part of it, but, fortunately, 
we failed to find anyone. 

Up to about this period we had had a prac- 
tical monopoly of the reprint fiction busi- 
ness, but in 1902 or thereabouts the A. L. 
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Burt Co.* began to publish reprints, and, 
aided by a combination of fortuitous circum- 
stances, rather quickly acquired a line that 
gave us our first real competition. Hereto- 
fore we had had more or less sporadic com- 
petition from the American News Co. in the 
rebinding of some of its own paper issues, 
from John Wanamaker, who rebound them 
for sale in his two stores in Philadephia and 
New York, from Thompson & Thomas of 
Chicago, who had been nibbling at the re- 
print business for some time, and from vari- 
ous other sources of lesser importance. But 
the A. L. Burt Co. gave us our first real 
competition, and that competition was not so 
much in the selling as in the buying, that 
is in contracting with the various publishers 
for reprint rights. This rapidly became a 
serious matter, and continued so for some 
years, or until the various publishers came to 
the conclusion that it was unwise and detri- 
mental to their interests as well as to our own 
to base their selling of reprint rights solely on 
the quantity guaranteed. A more serious 
phase of the business was, however, the fact 
that practically every publisher of fiction had 
a fling at the game, Appleton, Harper, 
Houghton Mifflin, Bobbs-Merrill, Putnam, 
Stokes, Doubleday, and so on, right down 
through the line, but one by one they retired 
from the field, usually selling out to us all 
their stock on hand and confining them- 
selves from that time on to placing their 
books for re-publication with either Burt or 
ourselves. This, of course, was a most for- 
tunate outcome for us, and for Burt, as it 
took many competing lines from the field. 
I have never been able to see the wisdom of 
general publishers reprinting their own 
books, as it immediately placed in the hands 
of their own salesmen, whose business it was 
to sell new books, competing lines of low- 
priced books which could not find a market 
without seriously dividing the attention and 
efforts of these same salesmen, and thereby 
scattering their fire, much to the detriment 
of their first interests. It seems to me that 
there are two distinct fields of publishing, 
the issuing of new books, real publishing, 
and re-printing, and that they have never 
seemed to mix well. However, there may 
be other opinions on this point. 

Our' business expanded rapidly while we 
were occupying the Duane St. loft, and what 
had seemed oceans of space when we moved

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in soon became cramped quarters, and after 
about five years we had to face another move. 
Harris Wolff, the binder who at that time 
was turning out the major part of our prod- 
uct, had acquired a plot on West 26th Street, 
between Tenth and Eleventh Avenues, and 
erected an eight-story building there, 225 feet 
frontage, with a depth of about ninety feet 
for all lofts above the first floor. He urged 
us to take one of these floors, he to occupy 
several of them with his bindery, others to be 
leased by the printers who were doing the 
major part of our printing, and thus confine 
the manufacturing of a book to the one build- 
ing. The scheme seemed to be an ideal one, 
and we quickly took advantage of it, taking 
the eighth, or top, floor, where there would 
be plenty of light and air. This move greatly 
increased our facilities for handling a large 
volume of business, and the business con- 
tinued to expand, as did our force of em- 
ployees and our overhead. 

It was in the fall of 1907, during the Morse 
panic, that I made my last regular trip on 
the road. For some time my health had 
been rather precarious, and I made up my 
mind that it was time for me to let up a 
little, if I was to stick around on this vale 
of tears for any length of time. But first 
we must find someone to take my place in 
the selling; a most important phase of our 
problem, as my selling job at that time was 
an important one. We finally settled on 
John H. May, lovable old “Johnny” May, 
who at that time was traveling for Hurst & 
Co., one of the older book salesmen, for 
many years with Porter & Coates, of Phila- 
delphia. To John May must go the credit 
for adding, and developing, an entirely new 
field of publishing to the Grosset & Dunlap 
business, that of juvenile books. Porter & 
Coates had been an important factor in the 
juvenile book business, and John was urgent 
that we should, in some way, get into it, and 
this we eventually did by taking over the 
business of Chatterton & Peck, who had suc- 
ceeded the Mershon Co. as publishers of a large 
line of juveniles which included most of the 
products of Edward Stratemeyer, well known 
as the author of The Rover Boys, and scores 
of other books for boys. Stratemeyer* was 
quite a genius in his way, using several dif- 
ferent pen-names for his own work, and in

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addition to that had numerous other clever 
writers on his staff, both men and women, 
who turned out book after book, not always 
of the highest quality, but always having that 
something in them which appealed to the 
youngsters. The high spot of the Strate- 
meyer books was the Rover Boys Series, of 
which several million have been sold. They 
were not written under his own name, but 
under that of “Arthur M. Winfield.” I well 
remember the time Stratemeyer came into 
our office over on West 26th Street with a 
scheme for producing a series of boys’ books 
that would have to do with things mechani- 
cal; aviation, submarines, marvelous mechan- 
isms of all sorts, to be produced at a price 
that would make it possible to retail them for 
twenty-five cents a volume. Out of this idea 
grew the Tom Swift Series, of which, also, 
millions have been sold. In the development 
and selling of these juveniles John May played 
a prominent part. 

Early in 1910 we moved from Duane 
Street to West 26th Street, as we had planned, 
into Harris Wolff's new building, having 
there nearly twice as much space as we had 
been occupying downtown. It seemed huge 
to us, but our business was growing rapidly, 
and it was not many years before even that 
extensive floor was too small for us and we 
were forced to take on just half as much 
more space on a lower floor of the building. 

We had not been in our new quarters long 
before we discovered that we were having 
difficulty in getting the out-of-town buyers 
to make the cross-town journey to see us 
when they came to New York to place their 
orders, and eventually we saw the necessity 
of establishing an office and sample room in 
some more central location. This resulted in 
the leasing of a floor in a new building at the 
northeast corner of Broadway and Twenty- 
sixth Street, on the ninth floor, giving us 
ample space, about five thousand square feet 
net, for all of our office force, and selling 
requirements. 

Our volume of sales was mounting 
rapidly as a result of an expanded sales force. 
We, at one time, had something like thirty- 
five salesmen on the road, counting the four 
or five salesmen of our Canadian representa- 
tives, McLeod & Allen, of Toronto. It was 
not long after we had taken the Broadway 
offices that we began to feel the necessity of 
some change in our warehouse facilities, ow- 
ing to the increasing difficulty of getting our 
shipments off with sufficient speed, the 
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freight elevator service proving inadequate. 
This resulted in our taking the first floor, 
heretofore occupied as a part of Wolff's bind- 
ery, Wolff at the same time taking over the 
eighth floor, which we had been occupying. 
This gave us some more room, as the first 
floor was about ten or twelve feet deeper than 
the upper floors, which, coupled with the 
freedom from elevator worries, increased our 
facilities to a considerable extent. The busi- 
ness continued to expand, our profits were 
ample, and everything looked rosy, until a 
pistol-shot touched off that conflagration in 
Europe, and the World War was upon us. 
This, in itself, should have given us no con- 
cern, but the eventual entry of the United 
States into the war played hob with our manu- 
facturing, as it become next to impossible to 
get paper rapidly enough, in spite of the fact 
that we had contracts calling for the delivery 
of thousands of tons, at the old prices. And 
prices shot upwards with lightning-like rapid- 
ity, from about $3.65 per hundredweight to 
as much as $16.00. Obviously these contracts 
were worth a great deal of money to us if 
they could have been enforced, but the great 
difficulty was in getting deliveries; and a 
contract at no matter what price was worth- 
less without deliveries, so we eventually com- 
promised with the manufacturers, paid 
prices somewhere about midway between the 
two extremes, and were thus enabled to go 
on, though somewhat lamely. These higher 
prices for paper, along with increased costs 
for printing and binding, made it impossible 
for us to continue to supply our main product, 
the Popular Copyrights, or reprints, at a 
price that would make it possible to retail 
them at fifty cents, which had been the uni- 
versal retail price since their inception, and 
they were raised successively to sixty, to sixty- 
five, then to eighty-five, and finally to a dol- 
lar, and at this price they remained for a 
year or two, or until the iniquitous so-called 
excess profits tax enacted by the Federal Gov- 
ernment as a war measure was repealed, after 
which we reduced the price to seventy-five 
cents, where it stands today. Naturally our 
sales of these books, which had come to be 
looked upon by the booktrade everywhere as 
a great staple line of every-day “sellers,” were 
considerably curtailed by the advance in 
price from the old and popular figure of 
fifty cents to the later one of seventy-five, but 
the tremendous boom in business that fol- 
lowed the war made up for this, to a great 
extent, and our business continued to expand. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profession, 

from the which, as“men of course do seek to re- 
ceive countenance and profit, so ought they of duty 
to endeavor themselves, by way of amends, to be a 
help and ornament thereunto. —Bacon. 


Retail Sales Charting 


THE NEW PLAN OF suRVEYs for retail sales 
totals which has been made by the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce is get- 
ting strong support in the states first covered, 
which are Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin. 
Washington reports that 1,000 firms in these 
three states have agreed to report the dollar 
volumes of their sales to the Bureau each 
month. These will be totaled and compari- 
sons made from month to month, thus giv- 
ing an index to the trend in retail sales 
which has so far been unavailable except in 
connection with mail-order firms and de- 
partment stores. It is expected that the first 
release will contain data for August with 
totals released in September. 

The Committee on Distribution of the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publishers has 
had a similar project in mind and has asked 
the Publishers’ Weekly to cooperate in get- 
ting these figures together. With the sup- 
port of the booktrade in giving such totals 
it will be possible to arrive at an important 
series of figures which will indicate just 
what the trends are in the dollar totals of 
retail book sales. This will be extremely 
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important information for the trade to have, 
data which have long been needed. It is 
hoped that when the plan is put forward the 
trade will cooperate heartily in supplying 
information. Individual figures would, of 
course, have to be absolutely confidential. 


Lo! the Poor Professor 


ProFEssor Epcar J. Goopspeen in his article 
on “The Twilight of the Professors” in the 
August Atlantic Monthly points rather 
ironically to some of the changes that are 
going on in methods of teaching in the col- 
leges. The professor, he believes, has not 
yet realized how much his status has been 
undermined by new methods of teaching, by 
films and by broader reading programs. 
Still further undermining the stability of his 
profession, the professor has entered politics, 
with the result that, however helpful he may 
be in public affairs, he has become the target 
for attacks by journalists and cartoonists. 

Teaching by lectures may give way, he 
remarks, to preparation of syllabi by experts 
and a corps of examiners. “A bright young 
man,” he states, “has just been graduated 
from our college. He had gone through 
college in twenty months, and passed all the 
examinations for his degree. The young man 
explained his overwhelming success, the pa- 
pers tell us, in the simplest possible way; he 
did it by staying away from class! The time 
thus saved he devoted to reading, which, it 
is said, he can do at the rate of a hundred 
pages an hour. He could thus absorb four 
or five books a day, or a shelf a week. It 
must not be supposed that this young B. A. 
was a mere recluse or grind—revolting 
thought! Not at all. He mingled freely 
with his fellows, debated, wrote, presided— 
shunning no one except the professors. 
‘There is no point,’ he shrewdly observed, 
‘in attending classes if you can get the same 
information from a book.’ How true! The 
professors, having put all they know into 
their books, have made themselves super- 
fluous.” 

Professor Goodspeed might have carried 
his point further by explaining that profes- 
sors are also often busy undermining each 
other’s incomes when one professor pirates 
the books of another by circulating them in 
mimeographed form, in violation of copy- 
right, in an endeavor to see that the student 
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gets as much as possible for as little money 
as possible. 

Underneath all Professor Goodspeed’s 
rather ironical comment there is a shrewd 
analysis of tendencies in college methods 
which publishers and others would do well 
to consider. | 


Senate Action Further Confuses 
Copyright Situation 


Tue Durry Bix to amend the present copy- 
right act was passed in the Senate on August 
sth with amendments, two of which should 
improve the bill and the other of which would 
render it impossible as a prelude to bringing 
the United States into the International Copy- 
right Union. This latter amendment was 
introduced by Sen. Park Trammell at the 
suggestion of the Allied Printing Trades 
Council. Its effect is to reintroduce the manu- 
facturing clause on books in English in even 
more rigid form, and taken in connection with 
the other provisions of the bill would prevent 
the “distribution” in this country to any buyer 
of any English book until they had been man- 
ufactured in this country, thus carrying the 
present method to absurd lengths. 

This amendment has undoubtedly been in- 
troduced in an effort to becloud the whole 
situation and makes it less probable that the 
House and Senate can agree on any bill in 
this session of Congress. The House has 
presumably less interest in copyright than 
the Senate as it is less in touch with foreign 
affairs and does not have equal desire to meet 
the growing criticism against the United 
States for its continued inaction on this im- 
portant suggestion. 

An important amendment to the Duffy Bill, 
and one highly desired by the Authors’ 
League, was introduced by Senator Borah 
and passed. It has the effect of making all 
copyright infringers subject to full and un- 
restricted injunction, instead of having such 
injunction qualified by means of provisos as 
written into Section 25, sub-paragraph (1) 
of the Duffy Bill (S 3047). These qualifica- 
tions had made the authors’ chance of pro- 
tecting themselves against infringement very 
weak, and similar amendment to this effect 
had also been urged by the book publishers. 

A third amendment was proposed by 
Senator Wagner and also carried. This was 
the cancelling of sub-section B of the third 
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paragraph in Section 25 on infringement and 
removes from the class of innocent infringers 
newspapers, magazines, periodicals and 
broadcasters who “could show that they were 
not aware that they had infringed or that 
such infringement could not reasonably have 
been foreseen.” 

The Authors’ League, who have vigorously 
opposed this Duffy Bill, have as their chief 
objection the fact that American authors are 
not given the right of copyright on creation, 
which would be had here by authors of every 
other country and, they argue, to give the 
authors of other countries greater rights than 
those of our own country is the very nega- 
tion of copyright legislation. This feature of 
the bill had been insisted upon by those who 
felt that registration and notice of copyright 
on American material was necessary for the 
protection of those who use copyright mate- 
rial, but it is a feature not found necessary 
in the copyright statutes of other countries. 

Senator Trammell’s amendment reads as 
follows: “That all copies of any copyright 
material in the English language which shall 
be distributed in the United States in books, 
pamphlets, map or sheet form, shall be 
printed from type set within the limits of the 
United States, either by hand or by the aid 
of any kind of typesetting machine from 
plates made within the United States, or, if 
the text be produced by lithographic, photo- 
gravure, or photo-engraving, or any kindred 
process, or any other process of reproduction 
now or hereafter devised, then by a process 
wholly performed within the limits of the 
United States and the printing or other repro- 
duction of the text and the binding of said 
books and pamphlets shall be performed 
within the limits of the United States. Said 
requirements shall also extend to any copy- 
right illustration, maps or charts within any 
book or pamphlet or in sheet form. Said 
requirements shall not apply to works in 
raised character or for the use of the blind.”

New Book Bill in Congress 


A pitt which would prevent the sale of any 
book on the instalment plan in_ inter- 
state commerce has been introduced in the 
House of Representatives by Congressman 
Bert Lord of Afton, N. Y. The bill, which 
has been referred to the Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, reads: 


A Bill 


Regulating the sale of literature in interstate 
commerce. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That who- 
ever shall deliver to any individual any book 
pursuant to the sale thereof in interstate com- 
merce without exacting from such individual 
the full purchase price of such book shall 
upon conviction be subject to a fine of not 
more than $500 or to imprisonment for not 
more than one year for the first offense, or 


to both such fine and imprisonment for any 
succeeding offense. 


Representative Lord states that the bill 1s 


intended to curtail certain types of sub- 


scription selling, “in particular sales to 
graduates from schools who are about to be- 
come teachers and who are persuaded of the 
advantage of buying a set of books to be 
paid for out of their future earnings.” 


“Many of these prospective teachers,” ex- 
plains Mr. Lord, “believe that the books are 


being given to them because they are honor 
students or have passed with high degree, 
but later on the debt has to be met. My 
bill proposes that when the publisher de- 
livers such books he must collect the amount 
set. If the teacher has surplus money from 
which he can pay cash, I haven’t so much 
objection to such purchases, though in most 
cases, to my mind, the books are of very 
little value and are merely schemes of the 
cutthroats preying on teachers.” 

As the bill was drafted it would affect 
other lines of selling besides subscription 
selling such as Representative Lord has in 
mind, and this and other objections will come 
to the consideration of the committee to 
which the bill has been referred. 


McBride Group Purchases Arts 
and Decoration 


A GROUP AFFILIATED with Robert M. Mc- 
Bride & Company has purchased Arts and 
Decoration, for 20 years one of the outstand- 
ing magazines devoted to home building, 
furnishing and country life. The new com- 
pany, which will start publication with the 
September issue, is headed by Robert M. Mc- 
Bride, president of Robert M. McBride & 
Co., and Barrett Andrews, who was formerly 
associated with Doubleday, Page & Co., 
Condé Nast Company, the Butterick Com- 
pany and the Dorland International Adver- 
tising Agency, of which he was president. 
Mary Fanton Roberts, long associated with 
the editorial staff of Arts and Decoration, 
will be retained as consulting editor. 


Coleridge Bibliography Issued 
A sUBJECT BIBLIOGRAPHY of Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge, compiled by Virginia Wadlow 
Kennedy, formerly associate professor of Eng- 
lish at Hollins College, has recently been 
published by the Enoch Pratt Free Library 


of Baltimore, Maryland. It contains a se- 
lected bibliography of the best editions (not 
first editions) of the writings of Coleridge, 
together with biographies and criticisms ol 
him and references showing his relations 
with contemporaries. The bibliography is a 
very attractive piece of bookmaking as well. 
It was designed by Mr. Munder and printed 
at the Waverly Press (Williams and Wilkins 
Company). 

Miss Kennedy was assisted by Mary Neill 
Barton, first assistant in the reference depart- 
ment of the Enoch Pratt Library. The book 
was eight years in process. 


Japan Bans Three Books

banned by the Japanese Home Office in 
Tokio as “detrimental to public peace.” 
They are “Japan in Crisis” by Harry Emer- 
son Wildes, “Challenge: Behind the Face of 
Japan” by Upton Close and “The Far East- 
ern Front” by Edgar Snow. 
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A New Mark Twain “First” 


Tue Lruirep Epitions Cius’s August publi- 
cation, which has been sent out to members 
this week, is a genuine Mark Twain first edi- 
tion. It is the first printing ever to have 
been made of Mark Twain’s translation of 
“Slovenly Peter.” When Clemens was in 
Berlin in 1891 he wrote a translation of the 
famous German classic for his own children, 
because he could not afford to make them 
a more expensive Christmas present. The 
manuscript for this translation was only re- 
cently unearthed and the Limited Editions 
Club purchased from the Mark Twain estate 
the right to make the first printing. The 
illustrations have been redrawn by Fritz 
Kredel from the original illustrations made 
by the author, Dr. Heinrich Hoffmann, in 


1845. 


Wm. H. Wise & Co. to Reorganize 


A VOLUNTARY PETITION to effect reorganiza- 
tion under Section 77B of the Bankruptcy 
Law, signed by Fred Dolan, president of the 


company, was filed on August 6th by Wm. H. 


Wise & Co., Inc., book publishers, of 50 West 
47th St., New York City. Liabilities were 
listed at $559,972.00 and assets at $490,274.00 
as of December 31, 1934. 

The proposed plan of reorganization which 
was made part of the petition provides for 
the formation of a New York corporation of 
the same name to take over the assets and 
assume certain liabilities through the issuance 


of new securities. 
This plan, which affects only a few special 


creditors, debenture holders, and stockholders, 
has been approved by the requisite number of 


each group. Claims of general trade creditors 
will not be affected in any way under the plan. 

The Court Order provides for a continua- 
tion of the present management and officers 
in control under which there will be no cessa- 
tion of the company’s actvities. 

Wm. H. Wise & Co., which at one time 
did a large subscription book business, now 
confines its activities to the trade and mail 
order fields and is well known as the pub- 
lisher of “The Modern Encyclopedia,” Elbert 
Hubbard’s “Scrap Book” and other items. 

This company has no connection with the 
Wise Book Company of 386 Fourth Ave., 
N. Y., which is headed by Wm. H. Wise, 
founder of Wm. H. Wise & Co., who with- 
drew from that organization a year ago. 
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Left-Wing Book Club to Make 
First Choice in September 


THE FIRST BOOK selected for distribution by 
the Book Union, Inc., the new left-wing 
book club (see Publishers’ Weekly, April 13, 
1935) will be ready early in October. It will 
be announced in the first issue of the Book 
Union Bulletin, a monthly critical review to 
be sent to members of the Book Union, in 
September. As a non-profit organization, 
the Book Union will supply new books of 
proletarian fiction, radical theory, history, 
biography, criticism and other subjects to its 
members at special prices. A membership 
fee of $1 a year will be required. Books for 
distribution will be chosen from the lists of 
all publishers, and publishers are asked to 
submit titles and descriptions of forthcoming 
books for consideration by the board of edi- 
tors. Advertisements of the Book Union are 
now appearng in a number of literary re- 
views and magazines and an extensive mem- 
bership drive is under way.

Travel Book Withdrawn 


ALLEGED SIMILARITIES between several pas- 
sages in “Junglemania,” a travel book by 
Dr. Arthur Torrance, and a novel previously 


published by Owen Rutter, an English au- 
thor, have led to the withdrawal of the for- 
mer book from the market by its British 


publishers. It was published in this country 
by the Macaulay Company. Mr. Rutter 
claims that several passages in Dr. Torrance’s 


book closely parallel episodes in his novel 


“Sepia,” which has been recently republished 
as “Passion Fruit.” 


Chinese Exhibit American Printing 


Tue Nationa Lrprary oF Perrine has issued 
a catalog of an “Exhibition of Modern Amer- 
ican Printing,” which exhibition was held 
during May in the Library.

Obituaries 
FREDERICK A. OWEN 


FrepericK A. Owen, president and founder 
of The F. A. Owen Publishing Co., educa- 
tional book publishers, died on July 13th. 


CHARLES S. PRATT 


Cuarces S. Pratt, for forty-five years dealer 
in second-hand books, died on July 24th, at 
the age of 74. Mr. Pratt’s store on Sixth 
Ave. was well known to generations of book 
lovers. In 1893 he carried 100,000 volumes 
and pamphlets, and claimed to be the only 
bookseller in the city who had a complete 
line of Bohn’s Libraries. 

Mr. Pratt was born in Southampton, Eng- 
land, in 1860, coming to this country in 1883. 
He first established himself in business selling 
men’s furnishing but soon added books as a 
sideline. In a few years he opened a shop 
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for the sale of books exclusively at 155 Sixth 
Avenue, later moving to the corner of 12th 
Street and Sixth Avenue, and finally moving 


to the present site at 475 Sixth Avenue (for- 


merly 161 Sixth Avenue) so that his 45 years 
of bookselling were all spent on the one 
block. Among his customers were David 


Belasco, Minnie Maddern Fiske, Daniel Ches- 
ter French, Mark Twain and others. He is 
survived by his widow and a daughter. 


ARTHUR LAMBTON 


ArTHUR Lampton, British author and ama- 
teur criminologist, died in London at the 


age of 66. In addition to the books he wrote, 
of which two that were published in Amer- 
ica are still in print,* “Thou Shalt Do No 
Murder,” and “Echoes of Causes Célébres,” 


he translated Sheridan’s “School for Scan- 
dal” into Italian, and deMaupassant’s “Bel 
Ami” into English. He was one of the 
founders of the Crimes Club in 1903.
